The directors also expressed them¬ 
selves as strongly in favor of in¬ 
creased school facilities and the es¬ 
tablishment of a municipal play¬ 
ground, as well as the establishment 
of a public square or park some¬ 
where in the downtown section. 

Mr. J. N. Hav.ks, president of the 
Chamber, is anxious to appoint a 
committee of at lea: t five commuters, 
members of the the Chamber, to ap¬ 
pear before the special hearing of the 
Railroad Commission on January 24 
to protest against the commutation 
books which have been issued by the 
Pacific Electric. It seems best to 
have th" Chamber representatives on 
that occasion men who actually use 
the. commutation books. 

The outcry again t the new books 
is universal, the main points of pro¬ 
to-1 being first, that the new books 
are for fit! ride: and the books must 
be purchased on iHe first day of the 
month or the'coupons for these days 
up to the date of purchase are de¬ 
tached and, although paid for, must 
be lost by the purchaser; second, the 
book is good for the calendar month 
only, therefore the purchaser must 
lose all the tickets for Sundays and 
holidays and days of sickness or other 
days upon which he cannot use the 
ticket, third, the book is good for only- 
one trip on each day. 

The general sentiment is that the 
limite.t'.ons placed-upon these hooks 
make tlx m impractical and that they 
will cau.-o great inconvenience and 
hardship to the commuters. It is 
manifestly unfair to require the pur¬ 
chase of tickets which it is known be¬ 
forehand cannot he- used. 

This rehearing has bden announced 
in response to requests from many 
community s and as the decision ol 
•lie Railroad Commission is final and 
not revei sable by appeal to any court 
it is necessary that public sentiment 
be expressed in such form that it will 
have weight with the commission.

Prune deciduous fruit trees and 
spray with Bordeau Mixture. The 
aim in pruning all deciduous fruit 
trees is to remove all dead wood 
and interfering branches and to 
shorten in last season’s growth to en- 
eourage fruit bud making. One half 
of last year’s growth should be cut 
off. 

Prune hibiscus, hydrangeas, Ma- 
tilija poppy and crepe myrtle but do 
not prune the spring flowering de¬ 
ciduous shrubs as the lilacs, spireas, 
etc. These should be pruned just af¬ 
ter they are through blooming. 

Prune grape vines. The European 
type like Muscat are pruned back as 
close to the stub as possible, leaving 
two or three eyes on each spur. 
American grapes, like Concord, are 
grown for arbor screening as well as 
fruiting and the main stems are al¬ 
lowed to grow to the desired lengths 
and then each season’s growth is 
pruned back to two or three eyes. 

Raspberries, blackberries and Lo¬ 
gan berries are not pruned back at 
this time, only dead wood is removed.

In 
large caravans they traveled 
across the plains and in 184 1 
came to Salt Lake City where 
they settled. Here they flour¬ 
ished, Increasing their numbers j 
uud by 1852 they reached a total j 
In this vicinity of over 15,000. t 
Meanwhile, In 1848, by the terms | 
of the treaty of peace with Mex- ■ 
ico, a huge western tract, of i 
which Utah was a part, was j 
ceded to the United States. As • 
no definite government was ar- ] 
ranged for. the control of affairs \ 
locally was for a number of years , 
entirely In the hands of the olli- i 
cers of the Mormon church. , 
They, accordingly, made up a ' 
constitution and organized un- , 
der the name of the State of ‘ 
Deseret. This Is a word taken , 
from the Book of Mormon, and ‘ 
signifies, “Industry.” Application 
was made for admission to the 
Union, but this was refused and 
the federal government instead 
organized the Territory of Utah 
In 1850. The first governor was 
Brighton Young, the successor 
j of Joseph Smith and president 
of the Mormon church. 

The attempt to do away with 
polygamy met with little success 
until In 1890 the Mormon church 
finally agreed not to countenance 
It. Meanwhile, growing antag¬ 
onism between the Mormons and 
non-Mormons verged nearly on 
civil war. Finally a general 
amnesty was declared and after 
many requests Utali was ac¬ 
cepted as the forty-fifth state of 
the Union in 1896.
